The Cotton Situation in Central Europe 


By TOM D. MCKEOWN 


From the best information that I can gather the 
cotton situation in Central Europe is not as promis­ 
ing as it might be. In Germany and Austria the 
spinning and textile mills are working only 20 to 30 
per cent of their full capacity and the same can be 
said of Czechoslovakia and Jugoslavia. 
The drop in the price of cotton in the United 
States contributes to the difficulties of the cotton 
manufacturing in these countries. On account of 
unfavorable rates of exchange of their currency with 
respect to the American dollar the spinners and tex­ 
tile mills can buy only when they are able to con­ 
vert their manufactured goods into export sales. 
So that they have been buying from time to time 
from the stocks of stored cotton in the warehouses 
at the ports where it has been consigned. 
The warehouses were filled with cotton at a high 
price and since the drop in price in the United State; 
makes it impossible for the spinners and textile 
manufacturers of central Europe to compete with 
the prices existing in other countries where the 
mills are using the cheaper cotton recently bought. 
The situation is further aggravated by the fact that 
the cotton dealers who own the high priced stored 
cotton are able to force the consumption of their 
cotton before any new shipments can be made. 
It is a tragedy indeed that the low prices pre­ 
vailing for raw cotton is ruining financially the 
farmers of the cotton growing states and at the 
same time eliminating from the market the spinners 
and textile mills of central Europe.

In that provision of the revised 
law7s of Oklahoma lies the slender 
thread of hope for the future of an 
unborn child, and makes easier the 
solution of a dilemma confronting 
a young couple, 
first cousins 
by 
blood, who are in the toils of the 
law' charged with incest for having 
entered 
the 
marriage 
relationship 
within the degree of blood 
rela­ 
tionship 
prohibited 
by 
law. 
It is understood that the county 
attorney has promised to dismiss 
the charge against the 
couple if 
the marriage ceremony is annulled. 
Otherwise the couple 
must 
face 
trial for incest. 
The district court 
will be asked to rule the marriage 
I null and void. 
The young husband 
is 
Solon 
McDonald, who is out under bond 
! of 
$1,000 
pending a 
nearing on 
I the charge 
of incest. 
The

(wife was Viola Gray, 
16-year-old 
daughter of E. E. Gray, who filed

and 
her 
husband 
following 
their 
wedding at Allen. 
She is also out 
under bond. 
Gray has been insistent in the 
demand that the marriage be annul­ 
led or the couple prosecuted for 
violating the law. 
Through efforts 
of young McDonald’s attorney, the 
parents of both were brought to­ 
gether here last week in the hope 
of effecting an amicable settlement 
The girl’s father wras told of the 
child that will be born soon to his 
daughter. 
Young McDonald’s moth­ 
er, who is a sister of the girl’s 
father, pleaded for the couple; the 
girt herself

McDonald’s home is on a farm 
near Steedman. 
Rather than see 
the girl face trial on the charge of 
incest, he has consented to the annul 
ment of the marriage. 
The girl at 
first 
protested 
vigorously, 
but 
'-s 
said to have finally consented to 
such 
procedure, although she de­ 
clares that she will never go back 
to her father’s place to live the 
old life of drudgery w'hich was hers 
since childhood, 
and 
from 
w'hich 
young McDonald sought to save her 
when he married her. 
The plight of the young first cou­ 
sins calls to mind W agner’s famous 
opera, 
“Siegmund 
and 
Sieglinde,” 
the two earth 
children 
of the 
great go Wotan. They grew up in 
ignorance of each other’s existence. 
Seiglinde becomes 
the 
wife 
of 
Hunding, the huntsman. 
Siegmund 
chances upon her in the woods one 
day, and they become attached to 
each other. 
Their love flames into 
passion, and they enter an unnatural 
wedlock, 
even 
though 
they 
have 
learned they are brother and sister. 
Later Siegmund is killed by Hun­ 
ding. Siegfried, the hero, is born 
to Sieglinde as the issue of her
